Th 
result’ hea been to confirm my om viow 
on the subject aid » new departure will 
now be ‘taken in Queen's College. The 
numbers will bo reduced and tho standard 
raisod, I look forward , with confidence. to 
tho future, to secing a competition not only 
from the Governmont District Schools bat from 
many of the branch schools of this Colony for 
entrance to this college, and » competition from 
Quoon's College for entrance into the proposed 
University, The reduction will he effected by 

abolishing some of tho lower classes and . re- 

taining tho higher standards. ‘It will proceod 
gradually by the introduction of dual and single

and if the benefit'to mercantile houses and to 
Government. ia so great through obtaining’ boys 
from Queen's College, how much greater will 
itbe when we'can obtain folly trained mon wh? 

In 
any cage it is-the duty of tho state to expend an 
appreciable part of its revenue upon education. 
T think, if Irecollect aright, that the proportion 
of revenue which we spend hore on education 
is somewhere about three per. cent, and I think 
Tam right. in saying that the proportion spent 
by the Indian Government is over five per 
cent, and the proportion spent in the United 
Kingdom is over ten por cont. We. cannot 
therefore say ‘that ‘we’ spend an undue 
amonnt of the revenue“ upon this. most 
important branch. - Tbe headmaster has alluded
